DETERMINED SUICIDES. 

A Worthless Character .Makes Use of Dyna- 
mite- A Disappointed Lover Shoots 
HiiiiHclf Tliroufrli the Head. 

Skattlk, May 'Jli.— A special from Kaslo, 
liC, says: Uiok Hughes, a worthless 
oharaoter, tried to kill himself and child 
last night with a stick of dynamite. Hughes 
went to beil drunk, his child sleeping in the 
tame bed. About 10 o'clock an explosion 
«'i»e heard by the neighbors, and upon going 
into Hughes' residence, feathers, bed clothes 
and furniture were found scattered around 
the room. Hughes and his child were 
found lying on the lioor insensible. Hughes' 
hear! was badly burned and lacerated. His 
recovery is doubtful. The child was not 
seriously hurt. Investigation proved that 
Hughes had placed the dynamite under his 
pillow, and, lighting the fuse, calmly await- 
ed developments. 

A I'ort Angeles special says : 1!. W. 
Burford, recently of Elmwood, committed 
suieido ut thiB place to-day, at noon, by 
shooting himself through the heart. Bur- 
ford was but 2U years old, and win well 
connected in Tennessee, where his brother 
is postmaster at Lebanon. The c.mse for 
the terrible deed was his mad infatuation 
for a young Misa McDonald, aged 17, 
horn he followed to Port Angeles. His 
regurds vvero not reciprocated as ho thought 
they should have been. Tho immediate 
occasion of suicide v/as a refusal by the girl 
to mairy him ut once.

An Artist's Plen fur u Convict. 

London, May 20. — The artist, Theodore 
Parks, who lias juat visited Portland prison, 
writes to the Daily News appealing from 
tho non-political point of view for ob-mency 
in behalf of the Amerioan, Gilbert, convicted 
nine years aijo in connection with th*i Irish 
outrages. He s*ys ho found him dying of 
heart disease and unable to walk without 
the jailer's assistance. Gilbert has been in 
the infirmary six months and tho only 
chance to save hia life lies in his release. 

Emln Pallia's Flit o. 

Brussels, May 26.— A letter received 
from Rasoid Ben Mohammed, by the Gov- 
ernor oi Stanley Falls, leaves little doubt 
that Emin Pasha, the noted explorer, is 
dead. The letter saj a all Arab chief, nam< d 
Said Bin Abed, iii journeying towards Un- 
yoro ipd Wadelai, met Etnio Pasha and bis 
expedition in a hostile manner. A severe 
battle ensued, the lighting lasting for three 
days. Emin Pasha and hia followers were 
d. feated and took lo Might. Said Bin Abed 
and bis victorious followers overtook Emin 
and captured and killed him, together with 
all his people. 

81. John Lateran Church. 

Rome, May "-'(j. — Tho Pope has ordered 
that the work of decoration of the church of 
St. John Lateran bo resumed. So far I he 
decoration of the Lateran has coat 4,000,000 
lire, which have been supplied from the 
papal privy purse. 

To Care l>runl<ariln. 

London, May '20. — Home Secretary As- 
quith Iiuf drafted a bill to give tho courts 
greater powers of restraint over habitual 
drunkards. It will empower magistrates to 
order that drunkards, whose conduct has 
satisfied them that they are culprits not 
responsible for their actions, ahull be de- 
tained in curutivo asylums. Tho bill con- 
tains ample safeguards unainst any abuse of 
these powers. 

Htunilnrri or Solar Time ? 

London, May 2G.— A peculiar point was 
raised yesterday in a case brought against 
several local hotel-keepers by the Licenso 
Commissioner for Belliug liquor after the 
hours lixed for the closing of the bar-rooms. 
Tho point in question is whether Bolar or 
standard times govern the lime of closing. 
The former time ia twenly minutes alower 
than tho other. The court reserved de- 
cision. 

Revolution in Nicaragua. 

Panama, Colombia, May '20. — The Nicar- 
agua Canal Company's luke steamer Vic- 
toria, the whereabouts of which haa been 
unknown, ia being used as a troop transport 
by the revolutionists, It waa of great 
service in conveying 500 troops, commanded 
by Gen. Montiel, to San Carlos, which sur- 
rendered to the insurgents on the 12 h inst. 
without u shot being fired. Since Roma, 
tho moat important port on the Mosquito 
coaBt, is in the hands of the revolutionary 
generals, Alfaro and Chamberlain, there ia 
no doubt San Juan del Norte will bo quietly 
surrendered. Santiago Morales' elevation 
to the Presidency ia not construed aa a per- 
manent appointment, but merely a shift to 
give credit to the revolutionary party. 

Miners' Conference Closed, 

Brussels, May 20.— The Miuers' Inter- 
national Conference closed ita aeseiona to- 
day. The next confereneo ia to be held in 
Germany, provided the authorities do not 
interfere to prevent it. Should the German 
authorities fotb.J a nic-3!s2g in that couulry, 
the conference will be hold in England. 

Italian Government Sustained. 

Rome, May 20. —A vote of confidence in 
the cabinet was introduced in the Chamber 
to-day in connection with Premier Giolitti's 
announcement yesterday that the reorgan- 
ized cabiuet would follow the old pro- 
gramme. It resulted in an unexpectedly 
complete victory of the Government. Of 
the 323 deputies preaent, 227 voted tor tho 
Government, 72 againat it uud 2-4 did not 
voto. 

Immigrant Ioap£Ctlon al Hamburg. 

Hamburg, May 20. — The U.S. Govern- 
ment iias stationed a physician at this port 
to inspect vessels Bailing for American ports 
and to verify bills of health. 

Cumberland's Appeal, 

Berlin, May 26.— The Duke of Cumber- 
land haa appealed to the Guelph leaders in 
the city of Hunovor to elect National Lib- 
erals to the Reichstag. He warns them 
especially against nominating Guelpha for 
parliamentary seats. "Being u German 
prince," be said, " I approve of the military 
bill." These utterances are regarded as of 
tho utmost significance. Tho Social Demo- 
cratic newspapers throughout the Empire 
announce that they are receiving subscrip- 
tions to the Social Democrat campaign 
fund. 



Rk.uk.shls, May 20. — In Iho lielgian 
Chamber of Representatives to-day, Deputy 
Ferron questioned the Government in rela- 
tion to thu expulsion from Belgium of Baa- 
ley and Lamondon, the two ifrench dele- 
gates to tho Minora' International confer- 
ence. Premier Bornaert replied that ho 
had endeavored to satisfy Belgian public 
opinion by expelling men from the country 
who on French soil had injured the inter- 
ests and violated the rights of Belgian 
laborera. The chamber, by a voto of 75 to 
20, austained tho course of tho Government. 

Queen of Holland 111. 

Vienna, May 28. — A dispatch from the 
Hague says that Queen Wilhelmina is 
rapidly developing symptoms of contuinp- 
tion, and that tho Queen- Regent, who is 
now in tho country with her, and tho royal 
physicians fear tho womt. In case of death, 



tho Nassau Oranpe dynasty would become 
extinct This would lead to complications, 
tho Dutch statesmen apprehend, which 
might cud in the annexation of the 
Netherlands by Germany, or the ceaaation 
of them to France aa compensation for tho 
losa of Alsace-Lorraine. 



SALISBURY AT DERBY. 

Cnder the Home Rule Bill Small Occupiers 
Could Not, He Says, Become Owners. 

London, May 20 - Lord Salisbury ad- 
dressed uu enthusiastic meeting of Irish 
Unionists at tho Londonderry City Hall, 
this evening, on the Homo Rule bill. In 
the course of his comprehensive criticisms 
of the bill ho sai 1 that, under ita financial 
clauses, the present salutary sj'Btein of en 
aiding occupiers of land to become its own- 
ers would no longer be possible. After the 
meeting, Lord Salisbury's carriago was 
^Bcortnl by a torchlight proceasion to the 
BiBhop'a palace. 

SEARCH AND SEIZURE. 

Sir Charles Russell Denies the Right to Over- 
haul Vessels on the High Seas. 

Paris, May 27. — Sir Charles Russell 
argued that tho seizures of vesaela in the 
open sea were unjustifiable for any reusou 
except piracy, and that the right of visita- 
tion and search of vessels upon the open Bea 
was don existent, save a belligerent act or 
ai concedi d by treaty. France and the 
United States had always staunchly denied 
tho right of visitation except under agree- 
ment for the suppression of the slave trade, 
and had never ullnwed their national rights 
in this regard to be over-ruled. 



THE COWBOYS' RACE. 

Protest by the President of the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 

Boston, Maes., May 20. — President 
Georgo G. Angull, of the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for tho Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, mako public the following: " Whereas 
some 300 or moro Wrsiern cowboys pro- 
poi-e to Btart on Sunduy, June 25, Irom 
Chadron, Neb., for a race of about seven 
hundred miles to Chicago, for money, no 
man being allowed moro than two horses, I 
do hereby offer on behalf of tho American 
Humane Education Society and tho Mas- 
sachusetts Society for tho Prevention of 
Cruelly to Animala a prize, as may be pre- 
ferred, of $100 iu money or a gold medal 
coating that amount., to tho man or woman 
who shall do the most to prevent this ter- 
rible race, which, if accomplished, will be 
in the view of all tho humano people of the 
world, both Christian and heathen, a na- 
tional disgruco. 



FOSTER'S FAILURE. 

Financial Misfortunes of the Ex-Sec- 
retary of the United States 
Treasury. 



Too Much Attention to Polities Large- 
ly Responsible for the 
Collapse. 



Fostohia, Ohio, May 26. —Ex-Secretary 
Foster and the banking house of Foster k 
Co., haa assigned. There ia great excite- 
ment. Tho Hanking Company, according 
ing to the last issue of the Banker's Alma- 
nac, had a capital of $45,000, a surplus of 
$20,000, and undivided profits of $9,000. 
Mr. Foster was in busiuesa in Fostoriu aa a 
dry gooda merchant. Soon ufter tho war 
ho helped to organize tho Fostoria National 
Bank. Iu 1870, when elected Governor of 
Ohio for tho first time, ho waa reputed to 
be worth gl.000,000. During tho next four 
yeara ho lost heavily in the Lake Superior 
copper mines, in natural gaa and atreet rail- 
way speculation. He alao loat by endors- 
ing notes lor business and political friends. 
The crash waa temporarily averted by hia 
appointment aa secretary of tho treasury. 
The liabilities given out are $600,000, and 
the assets about the aamo. The assignment 
was the signal for the assignment of a num- 
ber of concerns. It ia generally behoved 
that hia generosity and public Bpirit have 
been tho indirect causes of his financial 
downfall. The deposits in tho bank at tho 
time of ita last statement amounted to 
$175,000, but it is impossible to ascertain 
what they aro at the presont time, aB the 
cashier ia reticent and prefers to have the 
assignee make a public statement. 

Mr. Foster, in a public statement, says: 
" It is only just to myaelf to say that two 
things have caused my downfall. Ono waa 
neglect of business occasioned by my devo- 
tion to politics, and tho other to an over- 
zealous desire to build up Fostoria. I do 
not know that, at my time of life, I ought 
to indulge the hope of being able to repair 
ihy fortunes and pay, but I shall try, and it 
will be the ono end for which I will livo. In 
this hour of unspeakable distress I only crave 
tho generous judgment of tho public, a 
public that will be deeply shocked over 
the financial downfall of u man who haa en- 
joyed their confidence to a remarkable de- 
gree. The aggregate amount of liabilities, 
including deposits, my individual debts, the 
three glass companies, the brass and iron 
works companies, the light and power com- 
pany, will be about $000,000. The assets 
on tho paper mill will moro than cover the 
liabilities. Mr. Wilkeson (the cashier) haa 
secured the school fucd and tho building and 
loan association funds against loaa." 

Some of the paper of ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Charles Foster ia hold by New 
York banks. Tho amount is not largo. 
Since he left the Treasury Department, he 
has paid off $150 000 i f his obligations, and, 
but for tho .nihility in making louns, 
would have b> eu able to carry on his various 
enterprises. O le thing which ia under- 
stood to have embarrassed him waa tho 
large requirements of money by the glass 
works established by his father. He in- 
herited 200,000 ac>es of land in Indiana 
from hia father, and he haa recently made 
aalea which have reduced his holdings to 
80,000 acres.

Halifax, May 20 — Under tho law pro- 
viding that every child iu Halifax ahall at- 
tend school for at least 120 days in each 
school year unlc8s prevented therefrom by 
physical or mental reasons, nine boya were, 
in the Police court, yesterday, convicted of 
truancy and sentenced to terms of three 
and four months each in tho Industrial 
school and St. Patrick's home.

Mills, Q.C, M.P., of Loudon, Ont. ; J. H. 
R. Molaon, a Montreal capitalist ; W. B. 
Scarth, ex-M.P., of Winnipeg; R. B. 
Angus, a prominent director of tho C.P.R. ; 
T. G. Shaughnesay, assistant general man- 
ager; P. A. Poterson, chief engineer; C. R. 
Hoamer, manager of telegraphs, and E. 
Alexander, private secretary to the general 
manager. From Vancouver the party were 
accompanied by Forre3t Angus, brother of 
R. B. Angus, and Jaw. YVuaou, superin- 
tendent of C.P.R. telegraphs for this dis- 
trict. Tho party are staying at tho Driard, 
with the exception of the Messrs. Angus, 
who aro with their brother, Jamea Angus, 
of this cily, and will return to Vuncouver 
by the Islander on Sunday morning. Hon. 
David Mills and Messrs. Shaughnessy and 
Hnsmer return direct to Montreal, and Mr. 
Van Home and the rest of tho party will 
mako an inspection of the Kootonay mining 
country. 

The party left Montreal on Suturday, 
May 13, and since then they have travelled 
over every mile of tho C.P.R. and ita 
branches in Manitoba and the Northwest, 
the travelling being by daylight only, ex- 
cept when tho nights could be utilized for 
one way over a branch line, and they have 
therefore had an opportunity of seeing 
everything along the route. 

President Van Horno was interviewed by' 
a Colonist reporter laat evening. Asked 
us to a statement which came fron: Mon- 
treal by wire yesterduy that tho C. P. R, 
wore about to purchase the steamships 



Arizona, Alaska and City of Rome, he 
characterized it as absurd. Tho company, 
he said, bad no intention of buying any 
second-hand boats for their service, and 
vthen they needed steamers they would 
have them built iu tho moat modern fashion. 
The report put in circulation that tho F.m- 
prcsees wero to be put on the Atlantic route, 
waa also absurd ; the steamers wore not 
adapted for service on the Atlantic, but 
were well suited for the Pacific, where they 
would be kept. The Australian lino of 
steamers, the tirat of which is now on tho 
way to Victoria, Mr. Van Home said, arc 
not connected with the C. P. R , except that 
an arrangement for the exchange of tradiu 
haa been made between the two companies. 
Ho felt interested in the line lis an experi- 
ment, and could hot Bay what thu C P. R. 
might do if a profitable trade could be de- 
veloped. 

Crow's Neat, Pass being mentioned, Mr. 
Van Home said there waa nothing new to 
say of the situation there, save that cast of 
the pass the company wore doing consider- 
able work. He intended to spend as long a 
time aa poaaible in tho mining country on 
hia way b.ick, and until ho bad mude a per- 
sonal examination he could not say any- 
thing us to the probabilities of railroad ex- 
teuaiou there. It costs a great deal of 
money to build railways in that country, 
and the corhpany wunt to be quite Hiiro of 
their ground beforo making any announce- 
ment, 

Hon. David Mills is one of tho most re- 
apecied and best known of Canadian poli- 
ticians, and has a very prominent place in 
the Liberal parly. He was Minister of tho 
Interior in the only Liberal Government of 
tho Dominion — that of tho late Hon. Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, which went out of ollico 
when the N. P. came in in 1878 ; and not- 
withstanding their political differences, Mr. 
Mills waa a warm personal friend of the 
late Sir John Macdonald. This ia his 
second visit to the Pacific Coast, the former 
occasion being in 18S7. 

Speaking to a Colonist reporter last 
evening Mr. Mills said he had been much 
impressed with what ho hud noted of the 
development of British Columbia since his 
last viait, particularly at Vancouver, which 
at that timo was just making its now start 
nfcer the great tire. A noteworthy fact 
which also forced itBelf upon hia attention 
wiib tho improvement which had been made 
in the roadway of tho C. P. R., including 
tho disappearanco of the grasshopper tres- 
tles and the substitution of substantial iron 
work or solid masonry, On the way out he 
had seen all the settlements along the line, 
from Lake Nipissing to the Pacific. In 
Manitoba the crop prospects seemed to bo 
good, though the aecding waa a little back- 
ward. In the Nor. hwest they saw a great 
number of settlers goiug in, and 
nour Edmonton many of the fam- 
ilies now taking up land had 
como from Washington Stale. Ho observed 
that they were going into mixed farming to 
a greater extent than formerly, with pros- 
pects of good results. One of iho most in- 
teresting p!acea visited was McNeill's cod 
mines at Canmoro, in the heart of the motin- 
tains, where about 200 tona are taken out 
daily, finding a market at pointa along the 
lino in both directions. At Vernon and 
ESoderby, where a little time was spent, 
evidencesof substantial prosperity were seen. 
Mr. Nl ills expressed regret, that he could not 
visit the mining regions, as engagements in 
tho Fust made it necessary for him to pro- 
ceed directly home. He could not speak 
with authority about tho movements of ) ii 
leader, Hon. Wilfrid Laurier, but thought 
that gentleman would make hia intended 
visit to this Province about the end cf July 
or early in AuguBt. 

Itrndstrects' Tnule Report. 

New York, May 26.— Brads tree ts, to- 
morrow, May 27, will Bay : Ontario agri- 
culturalists are busy, and trade is confined 
to the sorting up variety. Mercantile col- 
lections are not radically improved. The 
British national holiday naturally curtailed 
business in the Dominion this week, yet the 
province of Quebec reports between sea- 
sons' orders in fuirly good volume, 
although the total for tho month is 
below tho average. Spring seeding is be- 
hind. Money at Montreal for commercial 
purposes is easy ; but call loans on ordinary 
stock collaterals are mado with less ease. 
Nova Scotia advices aro that tho dry goods 
trade is fairly active, but that 
business generally is dull and col- 
lections aro slow. Bank clearings 
at Hamilton, Toronto, Montreal and 
Halifax aggregate $17,522,000, or 9 5 
per cent, less than last week, but 30 per 
cent, more than the fourth week of May, 
1892. There aro 27 failures reported thiB 
week from the Dominion of Canada, uguinst 
19 last week and 22 and 26 in the luat weeks 
of May, one anil two years ago respectively. 

ciiiue.se Restrictions, 

Washington, May 20.— The reports re- 
ceived at the Treasury department indicate 
a larger restriction of Chinese than was at 
first anticipated. So far reports from 49 
out of the O.'i internal revenue diatricta of 
the United Statea show that 11,278 
Chinese have registered. Tho latest 
returns arc from the Pacific States and 
show first, California, 2,.'S22 ; fourth, Cali- 
fornia, 2,528; Oregon, 1,015 j previously 
reported, 5,413. Total, 1 1,278.

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FALSE PREMISES. 

Sir Charles RusspII on the Fallacies 
on Which Americans Base 
Their Arguments- 



Quarantine laws Afford no Analogy 
for Seizures on the High 
Seas. 

Paris, May 26.— Before tho Behring Sea 
Commission, .Sir Charlea Russell to-day con- 
tinued hia examination into American pre- 
cedents on the ritjht of seizuio. He suid 
that tho oeoupation of Penaacola, Flu., and 
the bombardment of Groytown wero juatiQ- 
able, aa it was a retaliatory war. He 
referred to tho alleged uaaertiou of exclusive 
cluim by Great Britain to tho bunks of New- 
foundland, and allowed that her exceptional 
rights wore acquired by treaty with France 
and Spain, and did not apply to other 
nations, and were never asserted after tho 
declaration of independence, and the claim 
waa specifically denied by Lord Bathurst in 
1815. This view waa oodorsod by American 
counsel. The Halifax commiBaion in 1S77, 
alao the report of the congressional commit- 
tee in 18S6 were discussed with reference 
to the enforcement of penalties in violation 
of British quarantine laws outside terri- 
torial limiis. Sir Charles explained that 
atioh could bo enforced only after tho 
offenders had entered territorial waters, 
therefore, there was no analogy. lie then 
took up tho question of the right to search. 
He showed that the searching of slave ves- 
sels waa to ascertain if they were Irandu- 
lent y Hying tho wrong II >g. Sir Charles 
quoted Lord Slowe'l and Judge Story, who 
agreed that no authority existed for the in- 
terruption or seizure of t he vessels of friendly 
nations; also Lord Malmeabury, who offi- 
cially acknowledged that reparation was 
due to veaaels interrupted when suspicion of 
fraud waa proved to bo unfounded. He 
quoted American Secietaiy Case, lSf>!), who 
strongly denied the right of interruption or 
Beizure of foreign vessels except in time of 
war. 

Sir Charles then referred to Mr. Phelps' 
analogy aa to the distant light bouses, and 
showed that protection rested on territorial, 
not property rights, and analyzed tho 
American argument aa to the law of other 
nations for protecting seal life. The Falk- 
land Islands' regulations, he showed, wero 
only applicable within territorial limits, 
aid never enforced beyond. Every refer- 
ence to American Commissioner Elliott 
evokea vehement protests from the Ameri- 
cans, Mr. Carter stigmatising him as abso- 
lutely untrustworthy. 

Sir Charles disputed tho American con- 
tention that the Newfoundland fishery 
1 1 g h t. , claimed under the treaty of 17S;(, 
faiciioned tho American claim to the ex- 
clusive right of seal tishintr in Behring 
So*. Tho Treaty of ISIS, whereby 
Great Britaiu and the United States 
agreed that all territory in dispute, claimed 
by either, between .the Rocky mountains 
and the Pacific ocean, should, with its har- 
bors, buy3 and rivera, he open and free for 
ten years to veaaels and oitr/»na of both na- 
tions, was conceded. Sir Charles said there 
were certain liberties within territorial 
limits, but there could be no diaputo about 
these rights on t of those limits. American 
state papers show that Great Britain has al- 
ways recognized the universal rights of na- 
tions in open seas. Indeed, for years, 
American, French and British fishermen 
had equally frequented the banks of New- 
foundland, and liritish quarantine penalties 
were oniy applicable when offending vessels 
entered a British port, and therefore quar- 
antine laws afforded no analogy to the 
seizure of foreign vessels on the high seas. 

A COOK'S REVENGE. 

lie Sets Fire to a Hotel to Revenge Himself 
on One of the Helps. 

Rockj.in, Cal., May -20 —At 2:10 o'clock 
yesterday m< rnin,' fire started in the kit- 
chen of tho Davis Hotel and burned twenty- 
live buildings, including two-thirda of the 
business siction of the town. Tho total 
loi-s will reach §7(5,000, and the in- 
surance is about one third that amount. 
Miss Alice Irish, of Georgetown, who wus 
working at tho Davis Hotel, got out once, 
but went buck for her clothes, was caught 
in the flames and burned to death. A heroic 
attempt waa made by William Davies and 
Will Lindis to save her, hut the building 
c 1 apsed. Oilier occupants of the hotel 
bi ely escaped with their lives. The cor- 
oner is now holding an imju< st. The 
oiigin of the tiro ia unknown. It is the 
mo it Berious lo.is the town ever suffered. 
Mu'iy will rebuild at once. Among the 
bui. dings burned were tho Bui chard and 
Davis Hotels, Levison Bros. 'a more, a livery 
stable, two butcher shops, a barber ahop, 
blacksmith shop, five saloons, a bourdiug 
house and a number of dwelling-'. 

Sacramento, Cal , May '20.— Sheriff Gon- 
roy, ot Placer, came here yesterday after- 
noon and arrested a Swede who was a cook 
at the Davis hotel in Kocklin, in which 
Miss Alice Irish lost her life yesterday. 
It appears tint the man jumped on tho first 
train leaving Kocklin and came here just 
after the fire. He and Miss Irish had had 
several quarrels, and he hud been heard to 
any that no would got even with her. He 
wus seen about the town an hour or so be- 
fore the fire broke out and now it ia believed 
fiat he set the hotel on lire. Sheriff Con- 
roy took the pri-ouer to Auburn. 

FROM NEA.H BAY. 

Wreck of the .Sloop Kola With Smuggled 
Laces, Silks and Opium. 

Seatti.k, May 20. — A man from Ncuh 
Bay aaya that Saturday night the live-ton 
aloop Kola, from Vancouver, waa wrecked 
off Cape Flattery during a gulo. Tho boat 
was a smuggler, and had a cargo of luces 
and silks and some opium. It ia known 
that there wero three men aboard, and it 
is thought there were live. Ono of the men 
was picked up the next morning by a fish- 
ing vessel and brought to Neah Bay ; and 
as bo wus in an almost dying condition 
from exposure, he was put on another ves- 
sel and taken up the atraits, but tho in- 
formant of the reporter said he hud siuco 
leurned that the man had diod on tho trip. 
Sunday morning the shore near tho Cupc 
waa strewn with wreckage from the vcascl, 
end tho dusky Siwusli maidens are now 
docking themselves out in costly imported 
silks and lacts. The boat was bound for 
the Columbia river or Gray's harbor. 

" There aro many snug little coves along 
tho coast which afford good landing places 
for smugglers, and aro difficult of access by 
tho Customs authorities," continued the in- 
formant, "and what with smuggling, gar- 
dening, hunting, Bsbing, and shooting sen 
otters and sculp, tho inhabitants of that, sec- 
tion manage to eke out a pretty good living. 
Going around tho Cape I saw a number of 
lofty sciffolda along shore and they wero a 



constant source c* wonder to me until I 
saw ono in uao- i'.ven when f saw it in uso 
I was as much mystified aa ever, until the 
nutter w.ia explained to me. Tho natives 
use these lofty perches aa forta from which 
to bombard the seals and ottera swimming 
along the coast, The animals como troop- 
ing along in droves with their heads stick- 
ing out of tho water, and from their elevat- 
ed positions tho hunters shoot them in the 
head with rifles If the tide ia coming in 
the carcusaea will be washed ashore and if 
going out bouta aro used to recover them. 
Halibut aro plent y here and the hills a H ol d 
plenty of game and furs." 



CHIN ESB R ESTRICTION. 

Secretary Carlisle's Letter on the Chinese Im- 
migration Question. 

WASHINGTON City, May 20.— In order 
that thero may be uniformity of action 
among eollectora of customs und a thoiough 
understanding on their part of the const' uc- 
ti'in of oxisting laws on the Chinese ques- 
tion, Secretary Carlisle bus written a long 
letter of instructions on the subject. The 
letter, it is stated, does not relate to the 
Geary exclusion net, and makes no change 
in the orders already issued. The letter 
says : The circular dated the 4th instant, 
instructing officers to refrain from making 
arrests under the provisions of tho act ap- 
proved May 5, 1892, remains in force 
so fur as applies to Chinese persons 
who failed to obtain certificates of 
registration, but who otherwise would have 
the right to remain in the United States. It 
is known, however, that great number j of 
Chinese laborers entered the United States 
in violation of the provisions of the act up- 
proved May 5, 1892. Many of these per- 
sons obtained admission upon the false 
, representation that tluy are not laborers, 
' but merchants, and others entered clandes- 
tinely from contiguous foreign territory. 
Inviting your attention to first, second, 
third, touith and fifth sections of the act 
approved May 5, 1S92, you are directed to 
use all means under your control to vigor- 
ously enforce the said provisions of the law 
and take such measures aa may be- necessary 
to secure the arrest and prosecution of 
Chinese laborers wdio are unable to show 
tiiut they obtained lawful admission into Bhe 
United Statea

THE EASTERN QUARANTINE. 

Tho citizens of Montreal, now that tho 
navigation of tho Sc. Lawrence is open, are 
beginning to got a little anxious with re- 
spect to the efficacy of tho quarantine sta- 
tion at Grosse Isle, below Quebec city. A 
deputation of the Provincial Hoard of 
Health visited Grosse Isle the other day, to 
pee for themselves what improvements had 
heerj made and what aro the arrangements 
to receive the passengers and crews of ves- 
sels and to disinfect them and their bag 
H ige. The deputation inspected the station 
iind everything connected with it. They ex- 
press themselves well pleased with tlie ac- 
commodation it affords and tho appliances 
ic contains. 

The situation of the quarantine station, 
they say, is favorable. The Inland is high 
a-iel 5h separated into two parts by a ridge 
of rocks. It is largo enough to afT.ird 
ample space for a grea.t many more than are 
■ever likely to be confined on it. The hos- 
pital is a line briek building, with room 
enough in it for two hundred beds. Time 
id also another hospital built on " a beautiful 
spot," hut the gentleman who spoke for the 
deputation, Mr. Henry R. Gray, one of 
Montreal s most zealous, as well as most 
intelligent sanitarians, did not say what 
condition it was in. Besides those two 
buildings, there arc quarters on the Island 
for 12S cabin passengers, 203 intermediate 
and 1,500 immigrants. "The quarters 
for the firsL class," Mr. Cray said, 
«' are not painted yet, but could be 
used at any time if necessary, and tho pas 
aongera would be us comfortable as at 
C loouna. In fact many of tho passengers 
delayed there have left the island with re- 
gret." 

It would appear that the station's present 
water supply is not satisfactory or Buffiownt, 
for we are told that " preparations are be- 
ing made to sink two large artesian wolls, 
and in case that these should fail two con- 
densers are being put in.' 

There are two wharves at the station — 
neither of them extending to deep water. 
At one the infected passengers are landed, 
and at tho other those who aro to bo eon- 
fined on the island for the purpose of isola- 
tion only. The construction of u deep- 
water wharf lias been strongly recom- 
mended, but for some reason or another 
nothing has yet been done towards build- 
ing it. 

Tho arrangemects for disinfection aro 
now much butter than they used to be. 
Instead ol a single cylinder eight feet long, 
there are three large steam chambers, each 
measuring twenty-live feet in length with a 
breadth of eight and a half feet. There aro 
also two sulphur blast furnaces, ono on tho 
Steamship Druid and one on the wharf. 
Hach of these has a fume cooling apparatus 
ingeniously devised by tho Superintendent, 
Dr. Montizumbert. There aro also two 
bichloride drench uppliances, one on the 
tug steamer Challenger and tho other on tho 
wharf. These aro for tho disinfection of 
Bhips and their contents. For tho accom- 
modation of tho persona confined on 
tho Island there are thirty baths, 
of which twelve aro mercurio spray 
batbB. The arrangements for tho sanita- 
tion of the station appear to ho good. 
Thoro is to ho a bacteriological laboratory 
in connection with tho quarantine. Tho 
deputation considered tho hospital accom- 
modation sufficient. Wo gather from the 
report of Mr. Gray, Dr. Pelletier and tho 
otherH, that many of tho arrangements' 
aro in tho course of being made, and that 
thoir description applies rather to what 
the station will be when those arrangements 



aro completed, than to what they aro now. 

There is, unfortunately, no information us 
to what the staff of cho station is. We in- 
fer that it is sufficient, for had it been 
otherwise, the deputation would, no doubt, 
have said something about it. 

It is not to ho expected that tho arrange- 
meats of the William Head station will be 
on the samo scale as thoso on Grosse Isle, 
but if the quarantine on this side if the con- 
tinent is to be effective, they must bo the 
samo in kind. There should ho on tho Pa- 
cific Coast station ample hospital facilities 
and accommodation for passengers propor- 
tioned to the commerce of the Coast. Tho 
same kinds of disinfecting apparatus that 
are necessary at Grosse Isle will bo required 
at William Head, and they will doubtless 
be supplied. It is absolutely necessary that 
tho precautions to keep disease out of tho 
Dominion should be as effective— though 
not necessarily on tho same sealo— on the 
Western side of tho Dominion as on its 
Eastern side. There is little use in keeping 
ono of tho country's gateways well guarded, 
if another, and an equally important gate- 
way, is neglected or insufficiently protected. 



AN AOREEABLS1 DISAPPOINT 
MENT. 

Before the Princess Eulalio c ime to tho 
United States— when her proposed visit wus 
only talked about — it seemed impossible to 
entertain a member of the Royal Family of 
Spain in a Republican country, in a way 
that the Infanta could tolerate. It wus said 
that Spanish etiquette was so exacting and 
so rigid that the Princess could not live and 
meet people in such a country at all com- 
fortably, either to herself or her enter- 
tainers. But when she cime, these diffi- 
culties appear to have completely dis- 
appeared. Tho Princess appears to possess 
in a high degree, tho first attribute of true 
ladyhood, which is to act in such a way us 
r.hut those with whom she comes in contact, 
whatever muy be their station, may feel 
at ease. She has moved about freely, und no 
question of etiquotte that the public have 
heard of, has arisen. Slio hus dined with 
the President and his Cabinet, has received 
visitors, hus been entert lined at hotels, has 
visited public places, hus travelled by rail, 
and all who have come in contact with her 
have been churmed by her "sweet" waya 
and her kindly manner. 

And the Princess, we havo no doubt, is 
delighted with the warmth of the welcome 
she has received from the men and women 
of a republic. It is more than probable thut 
tho absence of Court forms and ceremonies 
which she has always been used to is really 
a rolief to her. At any rate, she has so 
readily conformed to tho usages of the coun- 
try that her conduct husoxeitcd no remark. 
Wo havo not seen a word of 
unfriendly or unpleasant criticism about 
her from even newspaper correspondents 
who generally think it their duty us sound 
republicans, when they are writing of 
princes and dukes and lords, to be cynical 
and ci nsorious. It may be that because 
the Princess Kulilie is a lady and the guest 
of the United States that they make it a 
point of honor to mention her with kind- 
ness and respect. It this is the case, it is 
highly creditable to them. But we moie 
than suspect that tho charm of the Princess' 
manner disarms criticism and dissipates 
prejudice. However it may be accounted 
for, the f ict remains that the Princess 
Eulalie, from tho moment she landed, hus 
been most kindly and courteously received 
by the people and the press of the United 
States, and there seems not to have been 
the slightest difficulty in entertaining her 
in a way suitable to her position, both as 
the guest of the nation and as a member of 
the Royal Family of Spain. 



AN ECONOMIC BUG BEAR. 

Some of our neighbors on the other aide 
of the lino are greatly troubled because 
"the balance of trade" is ugainst the 
United States. During the fiscal year 
ended April 30, the imports of the United 
States exceeded the exports by $77 500.000. 
This the popular school of economists ifgard 
as a misfortune. Tho country, they be- 
lieve, is seventy-seven and a hulf millions 
poorer this year than it was last. Worse 
than that. Thare was in '91-92 a balance 
of trade in favor of tho United States of 
$170,000,(1110. This year the balance of 
trade is $77,500,000 against their country. 
Consequently, they argue, the United 
States is worse off to the extent of $256,- 
500,000 than it was tiiis time last year. 

It is hard to mako thorn hDlieve that tho 
bilauco of trade is not a test of either pros- 
perity or depression. When they lire told 
tlif in the most prosperous years, what they 
call the balance of trade is against Great 
Br'. )in 'buy nre bewildered, but their faith 
in the .uf allibility ol the balance of trade aa 
an indication of the condition of the coun- 
try is not shaken. They cannot, see how a 
country can in a given year increase its 
wealth by many millions of pounds sterling, 
and yet tho valuo of its imports be o grout 
deal greater than the value of its exports, 
and that this condition of things can go 
on for a series of years without 
the country being reduced to pov- 
erty. But, although this has been 
tho cubo with Great Britain, it continues to 
bo one of the richest countries of the world, 
and .ono of its money- lending countries. 
This fact alone should cause the believers in 
the balance of trade theory to see that there 
must be a fallacy in their reasoning, 
although they are not able to see whore it 
lies. But it does not, for whenever tho 
balanco of trade is against their country 
their fuces lengthen, and they begin to utter 
melancholy predictions. 

Tlio question is an abstruse one, and it ia 
not easy, in a limited apace, to show that 
tho balance of trade being unfavorable ia, in 
tho ease of a country, not necessarily a bad 
sign. But it is the simplest thing in the 
world to show individual cases where an 



apparently unfavorable balance accoiding to 
tho custums retui ns is a good thing for the 
country, and a favorable balance, when tho 
inquiry goes no further, a bad thing. 

Let us assunio that a vessel loaded with 
silmon leaves the port of Victoria. The 
cargo is valued at, say, $50,000. Hero we 
have an item of export in favor of the 
Province of $50,000. Assume that this 
cargo soils in England for $100,000, and 
that tho price of the salmon ia Bent back to 
British Columbia, not in cash but in goods, 
to be sold aiiiiin ut a profit. Hero we huvo 
an import ontry on tho custom hotiso 
books of $100,000, againat the export entry 
of $50,000, leaving a balance of trade, aB 
far as this transaction is concerned, against 
the Province of $50,000. Is British Col- 
umbia fifty thousand dollars the poorer be- 
cause of the showing of the custom house ? It 
is, on tho contrary, lifiy thousand dollars 
tho richer. Tho adverse balance of trade really 
means u very profitable piece of business, 
and we havo only to multiply this transac- 
tion by thousands to show that, with such 
u custom house showing every year, tho 
country would soon btc nno" rich. 

Again, assume that this salmon-laden ves- 
sel did not reach her port of destination, but 
foundered ut Ben, an 1 nothing came back to 
British Columbia in the way of imports. 
Hero wo would have on one side of the cus- 
tom house returns §50 000, and on tho 
other side nothing. The exports exceeded 
the imports by fifty thousand dollars— the 
balance of trade wus to thut extent in favor 
of the country. Would this bo a matter 
for congratulation, and would tho Province 
grow rich if there were a great many such 
balances in her favor in tho Trade and 
Navigation returns ? 

Now when the so-called unfavorable bal- 
ance of trade in one easo meant a profit to 
the Province anil tho apparent favorable 
balance in tho other cuso meant a serioua 
loss, is there net room to doubt the infali- 
bility of the balance of trade theory '.' We 
do not say that the above is a complete 
demonstration of the soundness of that 
theory, but it proves enough to 
cause an intelligent inquirer to doubt 
the wisdom of those who believe that 
when the returns show a balance of trado in 
favor of a country, it must necessarily bo 
prosperous, and that when those returnB 
show thut balance of tratle is againat the 
country, it must bo on the high roud to ruin.

TRYING TIMES. 

Between Sunday Opening Troubles 
ami Protests A«-itinst the Sys- 
tem of Awards, 



The Managers of the Columbian Ex 
position Have Very Unpleasant 
Experiences. 



World's Fair Grounds, Chicago, May 
•26. — Notwithstanding the fact that tho 
shadow of an injunction is hanging over the 
Sunday opening matter, arrangements have 
been perfected for tho opening of the gates 
on that day, and the usual arrangements for 
the accommodation of the visitors have been 
made. Not only will it be an " Open Sue- 
day, "if the injunction is prayed for and not 
sustained, but it is the iutention of the 
officials to make Sunday night a fete occa- 
sion. Director of the World'.-, Fair Burnham, 
after learning that the National Commission 
has defeated an effort made yesterday atler- 
noon to reconsider the action in the Sunday 
opening matter, issued t he following order: 
"The World's Fair will be open to the 
public on Sunday next, May 28, until II 
p.m., the building closing at ID p.m." At 
present it is the intention to shut down all 
the machinery not absolutely required for 
the operation of the exposition plant. It 
has not yet been decided whether or not 
religious services will be held in festival and 
music halls, as has been proposed. Mr. Hig- 
gtnbottomdoes not believein crossing bridgi s 
before they are reached, neither does Mr. 
Burnham; but several of the exposition 
officials* are, in spite nf Mr. Burnhum's an- 
nouncement, not so sure that the gates will 
be opened. It is expected in some quarters 
that those who are opposed to the Sunday 
opening will resort to the Courts and seek 
to lock the World's Fair gates with another 
injunction, if that of the Government 
should be dissolved. Superintendent Tucker, 
of the Department of Admissions and Col- 
lections, who is an enthusiastic Sunday 
opener, baa already ordered the tickets for 
Sunday, and is making preparations to 
admit a big crowd. 

These are troublesome days for John 
Boyd Thatcher, of New York, chairman of 
tin; executive committee on the awards of 
tho commission. Protests against the one 
judge system of awarding the prize medals 
anil diplomas continue to be. received by 
the director general. The American ex- 
hibitors in tho manufacturers' building have 
added their protest to that of the Foreign 
commissioners as a preliminary stop, it is 
understood, to withdrawing their displays 
from examination for awards. while 
the present number of those who have 
formally protested is small in comparison 
with tho total number of 52,000 exhibitors, 
the sentiment in opposition to the non-com- 
petitive plan of the commission is growing. 
The American protest is at present confined 
to the manufacturers' building, where there 
are I. 'ill woollen exhibitors, besides such 
firms as (he Meriden Britannia Company, 
Coney Bros., and II t; (lumber, Eastern 
manufacturers, who ohj ict to the single, 
system. The State commissioners will prob- 
ably be tlin last to file protests on behalf 
of the exhibitors, whom they represent. 
They want more than one man to pass judg- 
ment on the merits of their exhibits, and 
have a graded system of awards; but it is 
not likely that the National Commission, in 
the fuco of the Congressional Act and the 
work of the committee on awards, will 
undertake to upset tho plan adopted. 
There may be a slight modification mado, 
and some of tho objectors may be brought 
into line after a fuller discussion of the 
merits of the American system. Tho 
Director Gonerul sent to the Commission to 
day the protest of the American exhibitors 
in the Manufacturers' building.

THE MAYOR TO DECIDE. 



He May Sir*u the Check in Final 
Payment of Sewerage Work 
or May Not. 



The Council Receives and Files the 
Reports of the Commissioners 
and Engineers. 



Sowcrugo matters were discussed last 
evening at a special meeting of the City 
Council, there being presont tho Mayor aud 
all the board. It was 8:45 before tho 
aldermen got down to work, as they had 
been waiting for tho commissioners, who 
wero invited to be present. 

To Bet the ball rolling, City Clerk Dowler 
read all tho correspondence in tho matter, 
including the reports and tho statement of 
accounts, showing tho balance duo Mr. Mo- 
Bean, the contractor, aud how it was made 
up. The Council then went into committee 
ut the whole. 

A i.i>. BAKER opened the discussion by 
reading a report from the sanitary en- 
gineer, dated last October, in which it 
was stated that the contract price was 
§lD2,39d 78, of which $171 654 80 had been 
paid up <<• O itober 1, leaving a balance duo 
of §17. 741 02 The amount now awarded 
was SI 9,202 .'57, aud he could not see where 
this came from. Was it the $1,000 that 
was paid out tor replacing the broken pipes, 
which work was to have been done at tho 
expense of the contractor'.' Of course, 
there was a carefully covered up error of 
§5Ql, but even taking this out, it left a 
balance of about $1,000 which had to be 
accounted for. 

ALU. BKLYBA Baid he thought he bad 
clearly explained this at the last meeting 
Tho total value of the work was SI 93, 422 28, 
which was exuetly Si. 025 50 more Chan was 
returned last year, the difference being due 
to an error in tho trenching accounts. 

Alii Bak Kit replied that he thought the 
commissioners should have reported this 
error in the streets, and their failure to do 
so looked bad. 

The MavoK pointed out that tho matter 
was mentioned. 

Ali>. Henderson wanted to know if tho 
amount the city had to pay for repairing 
the streets was charged ugaiust tho con- 
tractor. 

Till'. Mayor replied that the commission- 
ers had signed a clieok for tho amount and 
it only wanted his signature. 

Ald Baker still was not satialied about 
the SI 000 

Ald. McKjixioah suid the .Sewerage 
Commissioners had not paid the 
Sl,0()l». It was immaterial to Mc- 
Bean, under his contract, whether 
tho Council accepted the work or uot, us 
now that 1 ho Commissioners had accepted 
it, -ho could enter action against the city 
and get his money. He thought the Coun- 
cil would be doing tho correct thing to 
throw tho responsibility on the Commission- 
era and not run the risk of a big Imv suit, 
which would cost the city a great deal of 
money. 

Ald. Henderson thought tho city should 
get the money back for the repairs of the 
streets. Mr. Mohun had told him that the 
city 'a account would be taken out of the 
amount due to McBean. 

ALD. STYLES believed the Council should 
look after the city's interests, not those of 
the contractor, and get the money back that 
hail been paid cut on the atreet repairs. 

At. n. Belyea moved that the committee 
rise, hut. tha motion was lost. 

Ald. Belyea— What are you going to do 
about ii I 

Ald Styles— We arc here to do busi- 
ss. (Luughter.) 

ALD. Belyea did not see why the Coun- 
cil should sit around very many more hours 
on this mailer. 

TllE Mayor Biid the position of all tirs 
vas just that tho contractor was around 
very day to get his check signed. But 
there was a resolution of thu Council Buying 
that the Viuw street sewer should not be 
accepted, and so long as that resolution was 
on the bonks be would not, sign the cheek. 

\t.t> Belyea pointed out that the Coun- 
cil had nothing to do with tho acceptance of 
the sewers, which was u matter with the 
Commissioners and the Engineer. He 
thought if the city had a bill for repairing 
streets against McBean it should be paid, 
iut no one now knew if there was a bill or 
not. If the Street committee had attended 
its own business more and to other 
people's less, there would probably be some 
more information available. 

ALD. STYLES and Biker protested that 
the Street committee had done its duty. 

\LD Baker thought tho Sanitary Engi- 
neer should be ordered to go on with the 
connections and the drains. Here the money 
was on baud and the engineers were so busy 
at other woi k that they could not do any- 
thing. 

Al.D Braog thought the sooner the Mc- 
Bean contract business was settled up and 
the Sanitary 10 igineer " fired " the better it 
would be for the ciiy. He was satisfied the 
engineer had not done what was right. The 
best thing was to stop " wah-wahiug" and 
let Mel! an go and Mohun with him. 

Ald. McKillioan moved that the previ- 

s resolutions of the Council that the sew- 
ers be not accepted until the View street 

wer should be repaired, be rescinded. 

A 1. n. Belyea objected to this. Those 
motions embodied the views of the Council, 
which were thus mado a recommendation to 
the commissioners, which reoonimetidatiou 
bad not. been acted upon. II- moved that 
the reports lie received and filed. 

The motion w.is carried and, being rc- 
lorted to the council, was adopted, 

Ald Henderson moved, seconded 1., 

•\ld Uelyun, that before the Major sign the 
jheck the city's account for repairing the 
streets should be presented to Mr. McBean. 

1'hk Mayor pointed mil that tho money 
in tho bank was short S."ili4 of the an ouot 
necessary to pay Mr. Mo Bean. What did 
the Council wish him to do ? 

Alii. Belyea— We trust that you are 
|Uite capab e of taking care of the city's 
interests, and can exerciao your own dis- 
cretion. (Laughter ) 

Tin-; Mayor wanted to know if the Coun- 
cil was willing that he should sign a check 
for the amount of money in the bank. 

Ald Munn did not think the Council 
should advise tho Mayor, who, having been 
elected by the ratepayers to tho^ position, 
was evidently placed in a responsible posi- 
tion and could exercise his own judgment. 

Al.D, MoKlLLIOAN was also quite satisfied 
to leave the question of signing tho check in 
the hands of the Mayor. 

The Council adjourned at 10:21 p.m.

Great Damage Done In DlHVrfint Parts of 
Europe— Many hives bust. 

Paris, May 24.— The two months' drouth 
in France, it is estimated, has dcatroyed 
over 30,000,000 francs worth of crops.

Vienna, May 25 — Czernowilz, on the 
river Pruth, has been visited by a diaaatrous 
Hood, and five persons were drowned and 
many rendered homeless.

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THE WILL SET ASIDE. 



Mr. .Justice Crease Delivers Judgment 
iu the Celebrated" Case of 
Adams v. JleHeaiLi. 



An Appeal to Bo Taken to the Di- 
visional Court on Points of 
Law and Fact. 



In the Supreme court yesterday Mr. 
Justice Crease delivered judgment iu Adams 
v. MaBeath, an action to sot aside a will and 
rescind a probate on the ground of fraud 
and undue influence. The trial was held 
some short time ago, and, after argument, 
the decision of the Court was reserved. The 
will is now ordered to bo set uside and tho 
probate rescinded. 

His Lordship stated, in delivering judg- 
ment, that he had not yet completed his 
written reasons for his decision, but he 
would deliver verbal judgment, to be fol- 
lowed in course of u> few days by tho 
written one. Ho had carefully considered 
all tho law bearing on the case, and had 
read the evidence over and over again, and 
trio doubt and suspicion had not been 
removed from his mind, his inevitable con- 
clusion being that at the time of the making 
of the will Samuel Adams, the testator, did 
not know and approve of its contents. Tliu 
decree of the Court therefore was : 

" I adjudge and decree that the will of the 
late Samuel Adams, dated Novembor 11, 
1891, be set aside and that the probate 
thereof, granted unto tho defendant, be re- 
scinded : 

" That an inquiry be taken as to what 
property tho defendant has received under 
the said will and that, tho defendant pay in- 
to court the value of tho same : 

" l'hat an inquiry be taken as to the par- 
ties entitled to the deceased's estate, and 
thit the said estate be distributed according 
to the statute in force for tho distribution 
of tbn estates of deceased intestates : 

" That an injunction be granted restrain- 
ing the defendant from dealing with the 
real estate of deceased, known as lot in 
tho city of Victoria : 

" That the defendant pay to tho plaintiff 
tb.3 costs of the action and that judgment 
be entered accordingly." 

Hon. Theodore Davie, Q.C., attorney- 
general, appeared with Mr. J. P. Walls at 
the judgment, on behalf of the plaintiff in 
the action, Mr. Thornton Fell and Mr. H. 
G. Hall for the defence. When His Lord- 
ship concluded, Mr. Fell announced his in- 
tontion of appealing to the Full Court, 
which will sit on the second Monday iu 
July.

Sciunen and Shippers on the Const. 

San Fka.ncisco, May 26.— The proposed 
plan of the ship owners of the Coast to con- 
trol all the seamen of tho Coast and destroy 
the Seamen's union bus created a great deal 
of agitation along the water front and in 
labor circles generally. Sailors sneer at the 
ostensible purpose of the plan to improve 
their condition, and declare that it will sim- 
ply rovivo tho old crimping system and will 
establish a rigid espionage, which they will 
not tolerate if they can help it. The leaders 
say they will fight, and that they have 
every reason to believe that success will 
crown their efforts. Sailors, they say, are 
at present very much in demand. No bet- 
ter proof of that is necessary than tho fact 
that since January the ship owners have 
sent out 2,000 non-union men. The secre- 
tary of the Sailors' Union Bays that not one 
man in ten of those shipped is a sailor, and 
thatthip owners have exhausted their re- 
sources at a time when sailors urc absolute- 
ly necessary, and wugeB, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, ought to be high. Outside of 
the evident intention of the plan to regulate 
wages, the moat obnoxious feature is that of 
registration, which, the men suy, they will 
Djvor submit to, no matter what follows.

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A STRANGE STORY.

I knew few horsca could match mine 
in speed, and once ho had cleared the 
the throng my brother would bo com- 
paratively safe. 

Ho understood my intentions, and tho 
moment we lifted him upon tho horse ho 
wrenched his arms free, threw oil' the 
noose, dropped into the saddle, and giv- 
ing tho animal a smart blow dashed 
through tho crowd like a whirlwind and 
in a few moments was beyond pursuit. 

Of course there was loud reviling over 
bis escape, but I appeared so anxious for 
his recapture that no blame was attach- 
ed to me. To carry out tho deception 1 
had the body of tiie stranger carefully 
buried and remained in the place until 
I deemed it safe to depart.

" 'I need not tell you of the anxious 
days and sleepless nights it has cost me. 
No matter; I have succeeded at last. 
And j'OU ure the first man whom I have 
ever approached with my secret. I did 
not do that until 1 was satisfied you wero 
the safest ono I could find.' 

"As ho spoke ho opened a small bag 
which ho carried and took out three or 
four vials to place upon tho table. 

" 'Education based upon scientific re- 
search,' he remarked, 'has made a star- 
tling advance within the past few years. 



But no man has gone further into the 
unfathomable depths than myself.

"'No deluge that ever drowned the 
world could extinguish tho conflagration, 
but would rather transport the fiery 
legions to the very pillars of the heavens, 
and it would spread from shore to shore 
and from ocean to ocean, until it. had en- 
folded the globe in its seething embrace. 
Every creature of the sea, tho air and the 
land would perish— aye, the earth itself 
would melt into fervent beat.' 

"During this startling speechho had 
worked himself into a fearful frenzy, to 
fix his intense gaze upon me us ho con- 
cluded with a light that burned into my 
inmost being. 1 felt I was in the presence 
of a madman. 

" 'Oh, well,' I said, with what calm- 
ness I could command, 'wo won't nntici- 
pate so dreadful a catasl ropho as you hi i 
vi ; , ; \ deserbo. But it is; evidi c « i 
have made a remarkable discovery, 1 am 
anxious to know just how you accom- 
plished it.'

To enable the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to borrow tho sum of seven 
hundred thousand dollars for Sewerage 
purposeB. 

Whereas it i3 expedient to borrow a sum of 
870O.O00.00 for sowerago purposes ; 

Anm> whereas, for the purpose aforesaid, it 
ts Intended to raise by way o£ loan, upon tho 
credit of tho Co'poratlonuf the City ut Victoria 
the sum ot S70o,U0().(X)in threo issues of deben- 
tures ; 

AND wnrcitiCAS tho whole ratnblo land and 
iraproveir ents o( the said Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria, according to tho last revised 
assessment roll for the year 18D2,is $18,719, 128. 00; 

And WHEREAS it will require to bo raised an- 
nually by rate for the payment of the new debt 
and interest the following sums, viz : 
For tho first issue of debentures of 

8250,000.00 813,467 00 

For the second issuo of debentures of 

8250,000.t0 13,51)5 00 

For the third issue of debentures of 

8200,000.00 10,015 00 

Making a total amountof thirty -seven thous ind 
nine hundred and forty-seven dollars required 
Lo bo raised annually by rato for paying the 
new debt and interest. 

And whereas it will require an annual rato 
for tho first issuo of thin eon-eighteenths of ft 
mill In tho dollar, and an annual rato lor the 
second issue of thirteen-eighteenths of a mill 
in the dollar, and an annual rate for the third 
issue of three-fifths of a mill in the dollar lor 
paying the new debt and interest.; 

A.N'ti wnEREAS this by-law may not bo altered 
or repealed except with the consent of tho 
Lieutenant Qovornor-in-Counoll. 

He. IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Municipal 
Councilor the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows : — 

Sec, 1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to hoi row 
upon the credit of the said Corporation by way 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned (rum 
anj' person or persons or body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may be willing to advance the same 
as a lo in, a sum of money not exceeding ia tho 
whole tho sum of eeven hundred thousand 
dollars currency or sterling money at tho rato 
Of iM'i dollars to the ono pound sterling, 
and to causo all such sums so raised or re- 
ceived to be paid into the hands of the Treas- 
urer of the said Corporation for tho purpose 
and with the object hereinbefore recited. 

Sec. 2. it shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to be made, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, howevor, the sum of 
57i il 000.00 (seven hundred thousand dollars) 
either in currency or sterling money (at the 
rate of 1 .8ii J , dollars to the ono pound sterling) 
as may be requisite, each of the said deben- 
tures being of an amount of not less than $10(1, 
or in ire than $10,000, as the said Mayor may de- 
cide, or the sterling equivalent of the same at 
tho rato aforesaid, and all such debentures 
shall be sealed wit h the seal of tho said Cor- 
poration and signed by the Mayor llioreof. 

Sec. 3. Tho debentures authorized by this by- 
law are lo be madeand executed in three issues. 
The first of such issue of debentures Is to bo of 
an amount not exceeding $250,000.00 or ils 
sterling equivalent at the aforesaid rale, and 
shall hear date the 5th day of July, 1803, and 
shall be made payable in 50 years from the said 
da'e, and they may bedisposeil of in such num- 
bers and to such an amount from time to time 
as the said Mayor may decide. 

The second issue of the said debentures is to 
be of an amount not exceeding 8260.000.00 or its 
sterling equivalent at the aforesaid rato, and 
shall bear date the 5th day of July. 1891, and 
shall bo made payable in 10 years from that 
date, and they may be disposed of In such num- 
ber and to such an amount from time to time 
as the said Mayor may decide.

Iletween William John Smith, Plaintiff, and 
Hubert Macintosh and Freil'k. Came, 
Defendants. 

(Before Hon. Mr, Justice Crease.) 

May 17, 1893. 

Irving for Carne, F. J. Barnard for Smith, 
Elbeits for Bruden it Stamford, and H. 
Helmcken for Robert Macintosh. 

The points for discussion under this mo- 
tion came before mo in appeal from the 
Registrar, with a view to alter, vary or 
send buck fur revision a certificate made by 
him on llth May, 1893, under an order of 
court, directing him to take an account and 
inqu re what sums were due on certain liens 
winch hud been registered in above actions. 
He eertifii d that there were three — William 
J oli n Smi'h, S605 ; Bruden & Stamford, 
5238 ; VV. I'. Say ward, S-1S2 The actions 
were consolidated on tho '22nd December, 
1891, by older of court. 

The Registrar's certificate atated he had 
not complied with that portion of the order, 
which directed him to ascertain and report 
on what liens were outstanding secured on 
lot 1,004, Victoriu, and their priorities. 

This portion having been left undone, the 
question now was, were the three liens, on 
ihe validity of which he hud not reported, to 
be reform! hack tor his decision thereon. 

To this Mr. Irving, on behalf of the de- 
fendant Carne, objected, and advanced sev- 
eral grounds or defi els, which, lie said, in- 
validated the liens altogether and made it 
quite necessary to send them back to the 
Registrar. 

'The defects in the liens filed were as fol- 
lows and taken before the registrar. 

Defects in lien filed by Bradeo & Stam- 
ford : 

1. Do not s'ate residence of owner. 
'2 Nor name and residence of contractor 
through w hom they claim. 

3 Particulars of the work done and ma- 
terials supplied not stated. 

They stated " what was agreed to be 
done. " 

4 Affidavit is in alternative " finished 
or discontinued or last article of material 
supplied. " 

They omit to state when the amount 
claimed was due. 

(i. They do not describo interest of 
owner. (G iven up ) 

The defects in the liens of Smith and 
Sayward were held to be sufficiently eatub- 
liahed, and the liens therefore fell. 

The validity of the lien of Stamford und 
Bradeu as affirmed by Mr. Eberls. 

It wua shown that tho lien of theso 
gentlemen wus " on the building and pre- 
mises on Langley street, Victoria, known us 
the Angel Hotel." 

The residence of the owners is not there 
specified. 

The residence also of tho contractor ia not 
specified, except aa of Victoria. 

More important still, the particulars and 
items of the work done and materials 
supplied are not specified as they 
should have been, as required by 
Section 9, sub sections a b C d and r, eo 
that a man could suy on reading it, That 
was not dime, such and such un item was 
an overchargo — and I only owe so mnch and 
bo on, or it ouly amounts on the [whole to 
so much. The Lieu Act of 1SSS, Section 9, 
is very specific in its requirements ; and 
(vide Hagarly v. Grant, 2 li C 170, 177), 
the Chief Justice says : — "Tho affidavit con- 
stitutes the lien, and in order to acquire a 
right of this very unusual nature, tne sta- 
tute must bo strict ly followed " There an 
address was omitted. At 177, he says: 
"These statutes do not cooler ordinary 
rights. They must be followed und constru- 
ed at least as strictly ss the statutes regula- 
ting conditional bills of sale." (See also 
Wallis v. Skain, 21 Out , 532, and Macna- 
mars v. KirkUnd, IS Out., upp. 273, and 
Maybury v. Moodie, 5 C. B. 2.S3); on these 
grounds I think the lien is defective. 

Mr. Eberts contended that it was quite 
sufficient if the owner, on reading it, can 
readily ascertain by further inquiry tbe 
special particulars which the act, iu my 
opinion, requires, and tho owner, whose 
land is to be imperilh d, certainly wishes to 
have in order to know his exact liability. 

On the point that the lbn is defective 
because it said the sum of $2.'iS iB owing, 
but omitted to soy when it would be due, 
und«r sub -sec (E) of sec 9. 

This Mr. Ebeits contends ia quite correct. 
That when it is owing, it ia then by con- 
struction of law alio due, ond thut sub- 
stantially that sub-section is complied with. 
Hall und another v. Prilchett, 3, Q B.D., 
und Jones v. 'Thompson, I, B.C. & Gil , 27, 
L J Q B., 234 But thut does not meet the 
intention of the sub section. 

There might have been a promissory note 
given tor the S'2.'iS fulling duo six weeks or 
more ahead. If that failed on maturity, the 
lien would bo lost. The acceptance of the 
promissory note would bo a payment; so 
the date " when due" is material. And 
being material, tho lack of it destroys the 
lien. 'There are other points in 
which this particular lien is defective, 
but 1 have given already enough. 
As an instance of the extreme particularity 
with which Lien acia are construed, it only 
needs the instance of Harding v. Knowlsoo, 
17 Upper Canada Queen's Bench. 'This was 
a bill of sule cuse. The Chief Justice, in 
Hagarty v. Grant, declared " that Lien acts 
must be followed and construed ut leuat us 
strictly us tho statutes regulating condi- 
tional bills of Bale." This « as un instance. 
The affidavit made in that case closely fol- 
lowed the direction of the statute, in all 
other respects but this, that the word 
"creditor" is inserted instead of "creditors " 
in the pluco where it ia last used in tho affi- 
davit. 

I dure say it wus a mere mistake in the 
person who wroto tho affidavit. But such 
mistakes cannot bo allowed to have the 
effect of frittering uwny the provisions of 
an act of Parliament. "Creditor" and 
" creditors " do not mean the same thing. 

It is our duty, at any rate, to guard 
against any artful attempts ut evasion, by 
insisting upon such an affidavit being made 
us the statute requires. 

Several of tbe cases cited in the argu- 
ment are instances of leas material devia- 
tions from words prescribed by statute, 
which have been held fatal. 

On this ground also, I consider the lien of 
Bruden it Stamford as defective, and, con- 
sequently, there is nothing to send back to 
the Registrar. Tho motion, therefore, is 
successful. The question of costs reserved.
